It became known that a letter from 
Candido Aguilar, son-in-law of the 
late President Carranza, was inter­ 
cepted. 
Aguilar is in Guatemala. 
It 
was declared there were indications 
he was implicated in plans for a re­ 
bellion. 
No less than five bandits were oper­ 
ating in various parts of the country 
Secretary of W ar Kstrado, in an ex­ 
clusive Interview given 
the 
United 
Press, described them as small hands 
devoting themselves to petty banditry. 
Nevertheless 
government 
forces 
were watching and operating strong 
outposts. 
It was feared the individ­ 
ual bandits would concentrate sud­ 
denly at a given point, recruiting for­ 
ces of dissatisfied elements and start 
a full, fledged campaign against the 
government.

BEGIN FIGHT FOR OPEN SHOP 


National Conference of State Manu­ 
facturers' 
Associations 
Makes 
Bold Announcement of Plans. 


Twenty-two states were represented 
at the national conference of st ate 
manufacturers’ associations at Chba- 
go when 
resolutions 
were adopted 
pledging support for the “open shop" 
and urging tile repeal of the present 
national railroad wage agreements. 
The conference also passed resolu­ 
tions protesting against the r o t fic­ 
tion of immigration without regard to 
the fitness of the applicant for ad­ 
mission to the country, advocating ex­ 
aminations 
abroad 
for 
prospective 
Immigrants 
and 
arrangements 
for 
their 
distribution 
and 
assimilation 
when they reach here. 
The llrst resolution rends: 
•‘It Is recognised as fundamental in 
this country that nil law-abiding citi­ 
zens or residents have the right to 
work when they please, for whom they 
please, and on whatever terms are 
mutually agreed upon 
between 
em­ 
ployee and employer and without in­ 
terference or discrimination upon the 
part of others. 
“We hereby express our purpose to 
support these fundamental principles 
of American plan of employment by 
the maintenance of tin* ‘open shop.’ 
“We urge upon our members to se­ 
cure by discussion and education the 
active support of workers, merchants, 
hankers, and professional men and all 
other elements of their prospective 
communities in favor of American

The census, how­ 
ever, will not set forth the present 
situation because unemployment leis 
increased by leaps und bounds since 
It was taken.” 
There are two factors needed to In­ 
sure women their place In industry, 
Miss Anderson said. 
Protective legisla­ 
tion for the eight-hour day Is badly 
needed, she declared, aud added that 
tile women must “organize within tile 
next few years.”

were 
brought to Athens from Smyrna after
